advantages of the city schools. 
The 
advantages of street lights, tire p r o ­ 
tection, sewerage and other conven­ 
iences provided by the city are also 
important considerations. 
The objection waged against this 
plan is that many who might desire 
to buy or rent homes would find the 
site selected by the committee incon­ 
venient fo r their work. 
This objec­ 
tion, however, is met by the conten­ 
tion that houses built on such lots 
would 
nerease in value rapidly as 
the surrounding territory is built up 
and 
any 
inconvenience that might 
arise because of the distance from 
the householder's place of employ­ 
ment would be offset, in a measure, 
at least, bv the increased value of 
the property within a few years. 
Another plan that has been sug­ 
gested is for the committee to rn,ake 
a canvass of the local people who 
have money to invest and to get their 
consent to build at least one house 
before the close of next summer. 
It 
is thought that from thirty to fiftv 
houses could be erected in various 
parts of the city in that time. 
In 
this way the new’ houses wrould be 
scattered and the locations would be 
-ueh a- to meet the need- of those 
whit desire t *» rent or buy. 
The committee hopes to work out 
a plan whereby those who desire to 
buv home- will be permitted to do 
-o. 
Many of the sales would have 
to he made with a small cash p a y ­ 
ment down and the balance to be 
paid as rent. 
Adequate protection 
for both the builder and the p u r ­ 
chaser would have to be given. The 
committee will take those points in 
consideration and believes th alt 
a 
>a tis factory plan can be adopted. 
The 
house 
shortage 
continues 
acute in Seymour. 
Many people are 
looking for modern homes and d e ­ 
spite 
the number that have 
been 
built during the la-t tw*o years the 
scare tv do*'- not appear to he r e ­ 
lieved. 
It was because of the acute 
situation that the chamber of com ­ 
merce decided to take up the m atter 
in hop® of finding a satisfactory s o ­ 
lution.
